The  Indians  claimed  their  pro- 
perty ; but  not  being  able  to  produce 
legal  proof,  were  obliged  to  relinquidi 
him  to  the  polTcffor,  who  has  taken  him 
to  the  Eaftward.  It  is  much  to  be  la- 
mented, that  the  villains  who  ftole  tne 
horfes,  could  not  be  brought  to  juftice  ; 
«s  a failure  may  produce  ferious  confe- 
quences,  by  way  of  retaliation,  on  our 
citizens,  who  may  have  occalion  to  pafs 
through  the  Chickafaw  nation.  The
